POLICE CLOSE

Ace Gunman of Late "Dangerous John" 


Walks Into Law's Trap and Is Riddled With 
Bullets When He Opens Fire on Four Offi- 
cers—Woman Leads Gangster to Death. 


ST. PAUL, Aug. 24—(AP) 


•-rA pretty St. Paul girl who 
had been seen with Homer 
,Van Meter, slain Dillinger 
gangster, on several occasions 
•when the desperado made the 
Twin Cities his headquarters 
last March, was under arrest 
here today. 


It also was learned today from an 
unimpeachable source that Marion 
"Mickey" Conforti, Van Meter's No. 
1 sweetheart of Chicago, was in St. 
Paul two weeks ago in company with 
^he slain gangster. Miss Conforti, 
who was one of the three women 
arrested at Little Bohemia, Wis.,

when Dillinger and his henchmen 
escaped a federal trap, is wanted 
by federal authorities for violating 
her parole at Madison, Wis. 
The St. Paul girl lives only a few 


blocks from where Van Meter was 
killed last night by Chief Prank 
Cullen and three aides, it was re- 
ported, and it is believed he may 
have been enroute to her home at 
the time he was shot down. 


A -money belt, containing an un- 
disclosed sum, also was found on 
Van Meter, police announced today. 
Papers they said were "valuable" 
were in his coat pocket. 
Chief of Police Cullen and De- 
tective Thomas Brown, left this 
(morning for an unnanounced- des- 
tination out of town. 
They refused to divulge where they 
were going but admitted it was 
Jn connection with the contents of 
the money belt and papers.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 
24—(IP)— 


The AAA may follow up its latest 
wheat move by relaxing the gov- 
ernment's controls over cotton, corn 
and hogs. 


It was announced last night that 


wheat production would 
be cut 


only 10 per cent in 1935 in con- 
trast to the 15 per cent slash called 
for this year. 


Wheat was regarded as the bell- 


wether, indicating how the official 
minds are working. Farmers are 
asked to cut their normal wheat 
area of 65,800,000 acres down to 
only 
62,000,000. 
Under average 
conditions this is expected to pro- 
duce a crop of 775,000,000 bushels. 


As for cotton, the goal probably 
will be set at between 32,500,000 
and 35,000,000 acres, compared to 
this year's 25,000,000 and the nor- 
mal 40,000,000 officials said, 


Figures Not Yet Known, 


Figures for corn and hogs can- 
not be arrived at until this year's 
corn crop is harvested and pig pro- 
duction is known. Because of the 
expected short corn crop stimula- 
tion of production is regarded as 
probable to furnish sufficient feed 
in the fall and -winter of 1935. 
Control of hogs may be aban- 
doned entirely, according to Chester 
C. 
Davis, 
farm 
administrator. 
Supervision would rest solely on ad- 
justment of -corn. 
Most of the 
corn is fed to hogs. To control it 
would automatically regulate hog 
production, officials believe. 
The AAA emphasizes that the 
process of stimulating production 
next year is part of a plan that 
was in mind since the farm ad- 
ministration came into being. Davis 
said the program is passing out of 
the emergency stage of eliminating 
surpluses and entering the perma- 
nent1 phase where 
"adjustment" 
may mean either curtailment or ex- 
pansion.Carryover Supplies. 


But offiicals were not blind to 
the political reaction which might 
result, if present acreage cuts were 
continued after the great drouth. 
They also aim to build carryover 
supplies of food and feed to above 
normal to provide ample margin 
against possible shortages in future 
drouths. 
Some officials saw in the unfold- 
ing 1935 plans a return to the orig- 
inal domestic allotment farm relief 
plan. The present agricultural ad- 
justment ace contains the allotment 
plan in its essentials with addi- 
tional machinery. 
If this trend should continue, 
they explained, the United States 
would definitely leave its historic 
position as a large exporter of farm 
products and center domestic pro- 
duction on domestic requirements. - 
Secretary Wallace'has said the 
United States cannot continue to 
produce for foreign markets which 
no longer exist. Production, he said 
should be expanded only to meet 
these markets as they develop.

HAYNES TO CUT 
RELIEF BUDGET 
FOR SEPTEMBER 


At Request Of Hopkins 


Plans A Reduction 


Of $375,000. 


Because of word received from 


Washington that the national re- 
lief administration has insufficient 
funds for all needs throughout the 
country, Federal Relief Agent Row- 
land Haynes will be Compelled _to 
pare several Hundred thousand dol- 
lars off the total of $1,996,000 he had 
requested as Nebraska's quota far 
all purposes In September. 
Mr. Haynes does not see where 
any reduction can be made in the 
$600,000 he originally set aside for 
general relief requirements 
next 
month. He is, therefore, looking over 
the other items to see where the 
pruning knife might be used. 
One of these is $500,000 which he 
had earmarked for the purchase ot 
feed in September to take care or 
live stock in succeeding months. 
This was in accordance with pre- 
vious instructions from Washington 
to purchase leed ahead of tune be- 
fore prices went up materially. 


Possible Savings. 
Haynes can lop off $200,000 of tnat 
amount to help National Adminis- 
trator Hopkins hold down expendi- 
tures in the immediate future, and 
still be able to go ahead building 
up some reserve of feedstuffs. An- 
other $40,000 can be sawed by de- 
ferring additional experiments in es- 
tablishing rural rehabilitation col- 
onies like those already set up at 
Kearney and Fairbury. 


Haynes had also included in his 
September request $135,000 to reim- 
burse his" old cash balance for what 
is bejng spent during August in the 
processing; of cattle purchased by 
the government in pursuance of its 
relief plans tor meat distribution. 
If We national authorities do not 
wish to replenish this expenditure, 
that item, too, can be crossed out. 


Altogether, Haynes figures he can 
trim down his initial September 
requisition by $375,000 to conform 
with the suggestion of the national 
relief administration for conserva- 
tion of available funds to meet later 
needs. This will leave the net 
amount asked for next month at 
$1.621,000 for all purposes. 
The cost of hondling cattle pur- 
chased for slaughter, figured at 
$15,000 a montn, has been trans- 
ferred to another feeral agency.

1934 STATE TAX 
ON REAL ESTATE 


Sales and Income Levies 


Will be Sufficient 


For All Needs. 


SETS PRECEDENT IN

Surplus of Revenue Will 


Permit Assistance 


To Counties. 


DES MOINES, Aug. 24—<ff}—The 


Iowa board of assessment and re- 
view today eliminated the st?.te 
property tax levy, asserting that 
revenue from the three-point tax 
law will pay the $6,460,000 annual 
expense of state government. 
The retail sales tax alone will 
provide sufficient revenue for pay- 
ment of the state governmental ex- 
peases, the board said. The net 
corporation income tax and the 2 
per cent personal income tax will 
provide additional revenue after 
January 1, the board pointed out. 
Today's elimination of the 1934 


levy, collectible in 1935, will mark 
the first time in history that prop- 
erty has not been assessed for state 
purposes in Iowa. 
Sales tax revenue this year, Chair- 


man J. R. Murphy said, will be sur- 
ficient to pay the $3,000,000 emer- 
gency relief appropriation, by the 
state legislature, the first $1,500,000 
for state expenses on January 1, and 
leave a balance of more than 
$3,000,000. 
3 Millions to Counties. 
This $3,000,000 will probably be 


apportioned to counties to reduce 
property tax for county govern- 
mental expenses, the board said. 
"When the levy for state pur- 
poses has been replaced, then the 
proceeds or the balance of said new 
funds are to be allocated back to 
the several counties of the state for 
the purpose of-glVMig_each-JndirJ 
vfdual taxpayer his proportionate 
refund on the general property tax 
levies," said Attorney General E. L. 
O'Connor. 
The tax levy on property last 


year was 2.2 mills for state purposes. 
"In addition to property tax re- 
lief through the three-point tax 
law," John W. Foster, senior mem- 
ber of the board, asserted "we have 
reduced property assessment valua- 
tions approximately 19 per cent." 
PROVANCE GIVEN 
FIVE YEAR TERM 


Pleads Guilty Forging 
Checks; D. M. Horning 


Draws 1-10 Years. 


A 5-year penitentiary sentence 


was given Charles Provance, 29, by 
District Judge Frost Friday when 
Provance pleaded guilty to a charge 
of forgery. Donald M. Homing, 25, 
was given a l-to-10 year term in 
the reformatory on his plea of 
guilty to a charge of stealing an 
automobile. 
Provance, who was arrested 


Tuesday while he was in County 
Attorney Max Towle's office seeking 
a complaint against others for 
driving his wife's car away, was 
given the 5-year term on the recom- 
mendation of Towle. The county 
attorney said Provance had already 
served two prison sentences, one of 
them in the Nebraska penitentiary 
for forgery. 
Five checks totaling over $60 are 
now held against Provance, but the 
charge was drawn only on one 
S7.50. made payable to the order of 
G. Olester and .signed "John R. 
Williams." 
Provance cashed the 
checks at Lincoln business houses. 
He displayed an attitude of non- 
chalance all the time he was in 
the courtroom. 


Horning, who Towle said had 
heen reported to have threatened to 
blow up his estranged wife and her 
family with dynamite he had stolen 
and secreted, came also before the 
court with a mock bravado front. 
Asked by Judge Frost if he wished 
to make a statement, he said: "No, 
I"m_ready to go over the hill." 
Pressed by the judge. Horning 


said he grew up in the Raymond 
community. "The Homings there 
are Troll thought of." Judge Frost 
commented. Horning began to sot 
quietly, and failed to regain his 
composure. 
Homing's own story, as related by 
TowJc. is that he took the dynamite 
not to harm his •wife but to de- 
stroy himself. He admitted aiso 
theft of a. considerable number of 
chickens, wheat, and ottaer petty 
larcenies since taking the car on 
•which the theft charge -was based. 
The automobile was stolen last May 
from Charles Cooper.

men protected by dark glasses and 
a battery of trained revolvers held 
up an unarmed" mail truck driver 
today and escaped with a $50,000 
jayroll. 
Police said it was the richest haul 


of its kind in the history of the 
Pittsburgh district. 
The money, eoroute to nearby 
Lyndora by registered mail, was to 
meet the payrolls of the Standard 
Car Co., and the American Rolling 
Mills plants. 
-- 
The robbers overtook the truck 
only a short distance from the But- 
ler postoffice and maneuvered then- 
two automobiles in such a manner 
as to force Marshall C. Lackey, the 
truck driver, to the curb. 


Grab Two Sacks of Mail. 
Two men piled out with drawn 


revolvers, grabbed two sacks of mail, 
raced back to the waiting machines 
and sped away. 
Lackey told police it all happened 
so rapidly he scarcely had time to 
do more than throw his hands up. 
While the robbery was in prog- 
ress, an airplane soared overhead, 
leading District Attorney Edgar H. 
Negley of Butler county to express 
the opinion it might have landed 
nearby and picked up the robbers. 


A short while after the robbery 


police found an abandoned automo- 
bile which they said answered the 
description of one of the cars used 
in the hold up. 
Butler is about 40 miles north of 
Pittsburgh.

BOLOGNA, Italy, Aug 24—<JP>— 


The idea of war "Is floating In the 
air" and It behooves Italy, In pre- 
paration for any development to be- 
come a "militaristic, even a warlike 
nation," Premier Mussolini said to- 
day in an address to 5,000 officers 
and military attaches at the con- 
clusion of Italian army maneuvers. 


"No one in Europe wishes war."

The oldest known peace treaty is 


a strange tablet about 4,600 years 
old included among Yale Umver- 
ity's axtensive collection of Babyl- 
onian antiquities. Tne treaty is old, 
but it has the essential parts of a 
modern one—it changes the bound- 
ary of the conquered people's lands, 
and imposes the payment of war 
reparations. 
Tne treaty is between King En- 
temena of the city of Lagasn, 
as 


conqueror, and the defeated city of 
tTmma. Too, lite some modern trea- 
ties, this one proved rather ineffec- 
tive, for the people of Umma disre- 
garded its terms, started the war all 
over again, and eventually defeated 
their one-time conquerors. 


Although the slide fastener, more 
commonly called the zipper, has 
come into general use during 
the 


past few years, it is really not new. 
More than 40 years ago the first 
application for patents on the slide 
fastener was made to the United 
States patent office. It was designed 
and patented by W. L. Judson of 
Cnicago, who first used a slide fas- 
tener to hook up his boots. 


The old fastener was not as good 


as those we use today, it worked 
jerkily and sometimes came un- 
hooked, but it was manufactured 
and marketed—and it was tne fore- 
runner of the smooth-running zip- 
per that is used today on almost 
everything. 
Strange as it seems, the first zip- 
per was used on footwear, then al- 
most 30 years elapsed before it was 
again used for footwear, and now

WASHINGTON, Aug. 24 —OP) — 


Every one looked toward the white 
house today to see how President 
Roosevelt would react to the Amer- 
ican Liberty league. 


Although the new-born league 


seemed to some observers to be a 
forerunner of shattered party lines 
and a new alignment of "right" 
camp against "left," it evoked also 
a demonstration that party ties 
have strength. 


Five democratic senators — whose 
names had been mentioned in con- 
nection with the league—made a 
public declaration of loyalty to the 
Roosevelt administration. 


From the democratic national 


committee came a statement quot- 
ing the five—Glass and Byrd of 
Virginia, Gore of Oklahoma, Tyd- 
ings of Maryland and Bailey of 
North Carolina—as denying any 
part in "the formation of a con- 
servative bloc in congress composed 
of republicans and democrats in op- 
position to the new deal." 


Denies Anti-Roosevelt. 


Jouett Shouse, president of the 


league which is being launched as a 
bi-partisan movement to urge the 
"rights of persons and property'' on 
congress, reiterated it was not "an- 
ti-Roosevelt" or "anti" anything. 


Some democrats left no doubt that 


they regarded the league as an at- 
tempt to crystalize "rightist" oppo- 
sition to certain new deal trends, 
while Secretary of the Interior 
Ickes, an old Bull Mooser, said it 
meant the beginning of a division 
In accordance with the real issues. 


"I should hke to -see all progres- 
sives get together in one camp and 
ail conservatives in another," he 
said. "Then we would always be 
facing our enemies instead of won- 
dering what was happening behind 
our backs."

woman. 
Van Meter, the sixth of the Dil- 


Jinger mob to die, was betrayed un- 
wittingly by his Interest in a wo- 
man. 
Her name is being withheld. 


Police said Van Meter had been 
"going around" with her and that 
relatives of the woman, suspicious of 
him. had gone to the police. A 
check satisfied officers that the 
man was Van Meter, Snd careful 
plans were laid for his capture, dead 
or alive. 
For two weeks the hunt went on, 


secretly. Last night the law and 
Van Meter 
met, and Van Meter, 
quick-shooting gunman in many a 
foray against society, was shot down. 


Chief of Police Prank Cullen re- 


fused to disclose the source of his 
information that Van Meter was In 
St. Paul, but it was learned that it 
came through relatives of a woman 
with whom the outlaw associated 
here. 


Van Meter Opens Fire. 


The end of the Van Meter hunt 
came near the downtown district. 
In answer to a command that he 
surrender, VanMeter whipped out a 
sistol and fired twice, harmlessly- 
Three policemen, headed by chief 
of Police Frank Cullen, opened fire 
with rifle and machine gun. 


A woman (again the outlaw's pat- 


tern of life followed that of his 
chief unknowingly walked into the 
line of fire. Chief of Police Cullen, 
aiming the rifle, held his shots. De- 
tective Thomas Brown, however, still 
blasted away with a machine gun. 
And Van Meter, one of the men 


who shot their way out of police 
traps here and in Wisconsin, raided 
an Indiana police station for fire- 
arms, looted banks, gambled, and 
frolicked about the country between 
crime sorties, fell prone. Blood 
flowed from more than two score 
wounds. 


Body Mutilated. 


Another blast of fire cracked 
from the machine gun but the 
man lay inert, moved only by the 
impact of biting leaden pellets. 
One finger was ripped off by the 
unrelenting fire; a thumb and fin- 
ger of the right hand were almost 
severed at the first joint. 
Van Meter, like Dillinger, had 
utilized the art and skill of medi- 
cine to alter his appearance in an 
effort to cheat the law. But a new- 
ly grown mustache, hair that po- 
lice believe had been dyed darker, 
and removal of a tatoo mark on 
his forearm failed to disguise him 
from the discerning eyes of police 
ready to "shoot to kill." 
He it was who with Dillinger, 
Tommy 
Carroll, 
George 
"Baby 
Face" Nelson, and John Hamilton, 
raided the Sioux Falls. S. D., se- 
curity National bank last March to 
flee with more than $40,000. 


Bloody Career. 
Again Van Meter blazed'away at 
the law March 31 when he un- 
knowningly walked to the Dillin- 
ger apartment while department of 
justice agents rapped at the door. 
A moment later, Dillinger with 
Evelyn Frechette (now in prison 
for two years for harboring the 
late Indiana outlaw) blasted his 
way to freedom with a machine 
gun.

NNOUNCEMENT from Washington on Tuesday 


last that corn loans made by the federal gov- 


ernment on the basis of 45 cents a bushel had been 
extended until January 1. 1935. furnishss a sufficient 
excuse for pad and pencil. 


There was last June more than 65 million bushels 


of old corn stored on Nebraska farms. It belonged 
to the farmers who produced it. A very considerable 
portion of it had been placed under seal, and the 
owner had obtained a government loan in accord- 
ance with the provisions of the act authorizing the 
extension of such credit. It is impossible to say 
how much of that corn has been sold since then, but 
it is certain that no more of it was disposed of than 
was absolutely necessary. The reason is clear. Since 
June, the outlook for a corn crop was dubious, and 
a steadily advancing market furnished the farmer 
additional incentive to hold on to his grain as long 
as he could. 


Now corn on the Omaha cash market is bringing 


74 cents a bushel, and there are very few offerings. 
In most sections of the state, it is ranging from 65 
to 68 cents a bushel, depending on the distance from 
the market. In the brief space of eighteen months 
and less. 10 million bushels of corn becomes as val- 
uable as 65 million bushels were in February and 
March of 1933. For corn then was worth but from 
8 to 10 cents a bushel. 
And while Nebraska pro- 


duced In excess of 250 million bushels in 1933 as a 
cash crop, it was worth but 25 million dollars. At 
the present market price for corn, the old crop 
stored in the cribs on the basis of the estimated 
amount on hand two months ago is worth 39 millions, 
or 14 millions more than the corn produced in 1933. 


What the final estimates for 1934 will show cannot 


be given at this time. The last figures released by 
A! E. Anderson, federal and state statistician, indi- 
cated a harvest of 61 million bushels, the smallest 
on record in this state since the earliest years and 
yet, the advance in prices has made'' that yield worth 
more money to the farmers fortunate enough to have 
produced a crop than the rather generous harvest of 
1933. 


Similarly it was indicated there were 11 million 


bushels of old wheat on the farms. The bread cereal 
brought from 42 to 44 cents a bushel in 1933. when 
Nebraska produced a shortened yield of slightly more 
than 25 million bushels. With wheat prices now 
ranging from $1.05% to $1.06% on the Omaha cash 
market, the old stocks of grain held are worth more 
money than was realized from the entire harvest of 
1933 at the prices then prevailing.

HE problem in Nebraska is difficult enough with- 


out being misrepresented as it has been in much 


of the eastern metropolitan press. It has spread col- 
umns of type across its pages in describing what it 
calls the black death which swept across Nebraska 
and other farm states in the form of the drouth. 


We said some weeks ago that the aggregate farm 


income in Nebraska easily might exceed that of 1933 
by many million dollars. That is a fact. In all. ap- 
proximately 56 million dollars of benefits, the result 
of the cornhog and wheat allotment" programs, will 
fiow into this state. That represents the income re- 
ceived for voluntary participation in th3 administra- 
tion's plan of reducing acreages of wheat and corn 
and of curtailing the production of pork. Coupled 
with the revenue derived from old stocks of both 
wheat and corn, the farm income from those two 
sources alone will be in excess of a hundred million 
dollars, whereas in 1933 from all channels it amount- 
ed to but 131 millions. And on top of the wheat and 
corn-hog allotments, and the receipts from stocks 
of old grain, there Is the 
wealth from 
immense 


quantities of wild hay cut in the western part of the 
state where drouth conditions were not so severe. 
This production of hay is estimated at better than 
a million and a half tons, and it is worth from two 
to three times what It was a year- ago. There is the 
wealth from thousands of acres of alfalfa on both 
dry and irrigated land. In one irrigated valley alone, 
the first cutting amounted to 99,000 tons. There are 
thousands of acres of land under irrigation in this 
state, either in connection with extensive 
ditches 


combined in a single system, or by individual wells. 
That alfalfa now is worth from $14 to SI" a ton, 
•whereas it sold for as low as $4 to $6 a ton a year 
ago. There is the wealth from the commercial pota- 
to region, lying mostly in the irrigated section; and 
the sugar beet crop, also in the Irrigated 
section. 


And on top of that, there is the wealth yet to come 
from dairying, from poultry flocks, and from live- 
stock operations. With hogs bringing from SS.50 to 
$7 at Omaha, compared to $2 to $3.25 a year ago: 
•with chickens, eggs, and butter all higher 
priced.

Nebraska's farm income in 1934 trill 
surpass 1933 by millions of dollars. The problem in 
this state is the maintenance of livestock, due to the 
absence of feed. It is being attacked as energetically 
as the facts permit, and it furnishes enough con- 
cern so thai it should not be intensified by inaccur- 
ate information distributed through the columns of 
eastern newspapers.

JUDGE GUINOTTE.

TTENTION is directed to one of, the most inter- 
esting of all political phenomena recently bared 


in Missouri. The Des Moines Register points out 
that for forty-seven years Judge Jules E. Guinotte 
sat on the bench in Jackson county, otherwise Kan- 
sas City, frequently with no opposition during the 
elections from his own party or from the republican 
ranks. 


But Judge Guinotte incurred the enmity of "Boss" 


Tom Pendergast, and in the recent primary, after a 
magnificent record of nearly half a century, polled 
only 13,378 votes against 114,153 for a relatively un- 
known candidate set up against him by the Pender- 
gast machine. 


This is the most effective demonstration which a 


political boss could give. But that was not all. In a 
senatorial primary, a judge little known outside of 
Jackson county beat two rivals, one of whom had 
been conspicuous in public life as a congressman for 
years, and the other was supported by Senator Ben- 
nett Clark, the son of the-late Champ Clark. Kan- 
sas City, with a population of less than 400,000, cast 
127,000 democratic votes while St. Louis, with more 
than 800,000 people, polled 172,000 votes In the dem- 
ocratic contest. That solid bloc in Kansas City under 
the domination of a man who makes politics his busi- 
ness, and a successful business at that, turned the 
trick. 


The reverberations, news dispatches indicate, have 


been heard even in Washington. It has been no se- 
cret that, although "Boss" Pendergast is a factor in 
democratic politics, the democratic administration 
does not care for him. In the national capital, the 
conclusion is drawn that a few more such demonstra- 
tions of strength will compel recognition for Pender- 
gast. It is becoming increasingly apparent that Kan- 
sas City is in need badly of a thorough house clean- 
ing. 


FOLLOW THE SWALLOW.

If it holds true either there is in store an ab- 
normally severe cold winter, with an abundance of 
snow and ice, or an abnormally moderate winter. 
They represent the extremes and only some superior 
force will determine which it shall be. But the adage 
itself is strictly on the spot. There will be an oppor- 
tunity, due to the most extraordinary summer in 
plains history, to determine whether the rule holds 
true. 


POOR SHOWING OF STATE-OWNED BUSINESS. 
f ATEST figures from North and South 
Dakota 


-M-J showing the sums of money which those states 
have lost by attempting to operate commercial enter- 
prises carry an object lesson which should 
caution 


others against plunging into ill-advised ventures 
with funds belonging to the taxpayers. 


The state mill and elevator of North Dakota alone, 


according to calculations made at Bismarck, is in the 
red to the extent of 2% million dollars. It has been 
operating nearly 15 years. This makes the average 
loss about $60,000—not a large amount, as public ex- 
penditures go these- days, but enough To support 600 
families, if it had bsen so used, on a better subsist- 
ence level than a great many people in the country 
are enjoying today. 


Other millions have been sunk by North Dakota 


in a state-owned bank, a building and loan enter- 
prise, an ambitious rural credit scheme, and other 
undertakings, most of which were abandoned after 
they proved to be failures. At one time a state pack- 
ing plant was contemplated, but that particular ven- 
ture never became a reality. 


South Dakota burned its fingers just after the war 


bcom by issuing over 840,000.000 of bonds, the pro- 
ceeds of which were loaned to farmers on the basis 
of inflated land values existing at that time. The 
owners thus got more cash than the lands were nor- 
mally worth, and when prices came down they either 
could not pay back the loans or allowed the state to 
take over the farms. In that way the state became 
the involuntary landlord of thousands of agricultural 
tracts, many of which have returned it no revenue 
either in rentals or through taxes. Meanwhile, all the 
taxpayers have had to contribute millions of dollars 
to pay interest and principal on the bonded debt. 


A couple of coal mines were also taken over by the 


state, with the result that their operations show a 
loss. State authorities are now proposing to sell them 
and avoid further deficits. 


Several factors militate against the success of state- 


owned business. First is the fact that projects of this 
kind arc usually started by men in office who have 
had no experience fitting them to manage such un- 
dertakings. The money required to establish and 
conduct the business is at their disposal without 
having to earn dividends for stockholders, or even to 
pay taxes, as in the case of a private enterprise. The 
greatest weakness of all is political management •with 
a view to obtaining votes for the re-election of those 
who have sponsored the project, it is impossible to 
build up a successful business, on such foundations. 


Municipally owned enterprises have brought better 


results, chiefly because the people whom they serve 
are the ones who pay the bills. It is up to the offi- 
cials in charge of them to see that good service is 
provided at reasonable cost: for the citizens of a 
community can keep close tab on everything that goes 
on before their eyes. As a rule, municipal utilities are 
placed in the hands of qualified persons and the po- 
litical phase is subordinated to efficiency, which is 
often not the case trtth a stats-operated plant or 
business.

C. the absence of which causes in- 
fantile scurvy, and Vitamin D. the 
absence of which causes rickets. C 
can be added by giving fresh or- 
ange, lemon or tomato juice. D can 
be added by giving cod liver oil 
or viosterol. 
An abundance of all the vita- 
rains assures the proper assimila- 
tion of all foods, and hence steady 
growth. 
This plan of creating a nutri- 
tional reserve in the diet of child- 
hood is of great importance. To 
change a child's diet so that in- 
stead of getting just cnoueh it .s 
getting an abundance, will cause 
tissue changes immediately. The 
blood shows changes within a week, 
the bones in three weeks, and all 
tissues in six weeks.

Twenty-four hundred dollars in 


bonds of the federal Arm mortgage 
corporation, guaranteed in full by 
the United States "government, has 
been delivered to State Treasurer 
Hall and accepted by him as part 
payment for two tracts of state 
school land in Lincoln county, ag- 
gregating 200 acres, under sale con- 
tracts held by J. F. Swift. The lat-. 
ter is paying $1,951 besides in cash 
x> complete the deal and deeds for 
the land will soon be issued to him. 
This is the first instance where 


the state of Nebraska has taken in 
such bonds in satisfaction of debts 
owjng to it. They can be readily

These are open crock pickles. Put 


the pickles into a biine that will 


bear an egg and allow to remain lor 
ten days. Take the pickles out of 
brine and cover with boiling water. 
Let stand over-night, drain, and to 
every gallon of boiling water, add 
one tablespoon of alum. Let stand 
over-night, then drain and cover 
with boiling water again. Next day, 
drain well. Be sure to cut pickles 
lengthwise as this gets the salt 
water out and makes them crisp. 
Syrup: Cook one quart vinegar, two 
and one-half pints sugar, four sticks 
of cinnamon, three teaspoons celery 
seed, for every one gallon of pickles. 
Add a few red peppers if desired 
Be sure to put the syrup on the 
pickles after syrup has cooled. You 
can seal them if you like in quait 
fruit jars. If so, sterilize jars and 
allow to cool. Pour syiup over pickles 
in jar after it has become cold. Seal. 
These are fine pickles.—MRS. JOHN

Returns from 12,000 special feed 


and livestock schedules, being com- 
piled for the purpose of assembling 
facts about the nation's feed supply 
are coming in rapidly to the office 
of the division of crop and livestock 
estimates, A. E. Anderson, statisti- 
cian, said Friday. 


The results of the survey, nation- 
wide in scope, will be made public

•eady earlier. The survey -will show 
he quantities of hay and grain 
available for livestock feed and will 
ocate areas of surplus feed and

Cuban Trade Treaty First Step In 


Plan To Boost U.S. Farm Exports 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 24 — (F) — 


When President Roosevelt proclaims 
the new Cuban reciprocal trade 
treaty, It may be hailed by middle- 
western fanners as a step toward 
using the foreign markets to help 
;hem 
Planned as first of a series of im- 
portant treaties, the Cuban pact is 
generally understood to provide a 
scaling down of American tariff 
duties on some Cuban products in- 
cluding sugar, in return for Cuba's 
trimming her high duties on pork, 
.ard, flour, and other farm products. 
The Cuban treaty is aimed at a re- 


vival of those days when the island 
neighbor took from American ports 
in one year $8,000,000 worth of wheat 
flour, $9,700,000 worth of lard, ap- 
proximately $8,000,000 worth of porlc 
products and several million dol- 
lars •worth of dairy products. 
This was in 1929. The United 
States exports to Cuba fell in 1933 to 
only $2,900,000 of wheat flour, $800.- 
000 of lard, approximately $600,000

"Germination Purity'' Is 


Poor In Some Cases, 


Stewart Says.

Stewart, state director of the federal 
conservation of seed stock program, 
today advised all Nebraska farmers 
who will need to buy for spring 
planting to get a germination test 
on it

spring planting, Stewart said he has 
found that In some cases less than 
half of the grains a year or more 
old will sprout, while in others the 
"germination purity" runs around 
90 percent. 
"It begins to look as if we would 
have to depend on the pre'-'34 crops," 
said Stewart after a week spent in 
examining samples of every car oi 
oats and barley shipped to Omaha.

The renowned manager of the 
Athletics, while he wouldn't admn 
it. seemed to lean a little toward 
Detroit, the fighting gang which 
his protege, Mickey Cochrane, has 
guided to the top during his first 
season out from under Connie's 
fold. 
The lean sage of baseball, who 


holds the record of guiding more 
teams to pennants than any other 
man the game has ever known 
tersely qualified everything by re- 
calling his oft-spoken truism:

ball."

RAIL PENSION 


FUND ORDERED 


Carriers Told to Deduct 
2 Per Cent of Salaries 


Each Month. 


WASHINGTON. Aug. 24— (ff) 
— 
Railroads were ordered today by 
the railroad retirement board to 
deduct 2 per cent ol tfte salary of 
every employe each month to pro- 
vide funds for pensioning old work- 
ers beginning February 1 next year. 


They also were ordered to furnish 
the retirement board by Septem- 
ber 15 the names of each employe 
who was born on or before Febru- 
ary 1, 1865, and who was on the 
payroll on or after June 27, 1933. 
The order referring to deductions 


from pay checks was understood 
to have been prompted by the fact 
that some of the railroads did not 
make deductions during August, in- 
tending to make such deductions In 
a lump sum after court action on 
the attack by class one railroads on 
constitutionality of the retirement 
law.The board said the law required 
that 2 per cent be deducted each 
month and that it must be done In 
that way instead of permitting the 
contribution to the pension fund to 
accumulate. 
The railroads are required to make 


payments into the fund every three 
months unless otherwise ordered by 
the board.
